Sehool Report. 


One or more terms of school have been held in eight of the 
ten school-houses in town, the past year. Of the thirteen terms 
held, one was five and two-fifths weeks in length, six were of 
eight weeks, three of eleven weeks, and two of twelve weeks 
each, Swain Hill and Ore Hill having each a single term of 
twelve weeks. The School Board have intended to place a 
school within reach of every child of school age in town. 
Terms have also been so arranged as to furnish to the same 
scholars in many cases, opportunities for attending school at 
different terms, in two or three different places. About one- 
third of the scholars in town have been benefited by such ar- 
rangement the past year.

SCHOOL NO. 7. 

This is the largest school under a single teacher in town 
and contains some of the most advanced scholars. Both terms 
taught by Miss Townsend. Here, also, the labors of the ex- 
perienced and painstaking teacher, secondéd by the cheerful 
co-operation of the pupils, were proved at the interesting final: 
examination. A large measure of improvement would, doubt- 
less, be accomplished by diminishing the number of classes 
and increasing the average attendance. The last named _par- 
ticular is commended to the earnest attention of parents. 

SCHOOL NO. 8. 

A single term of twelve weeks. The illness of the first teach- 
er, Mrs. Clough, and nnavoidable delay in securing a sub- 
stitute, brought the term so far into the winter that most of 
the smailer scholars were absent during the last four weeks. 
The final examination was very satisfactory. . 

SCHOOL. NO. 9. 

The single term closed in the middle of the sixth week by the 
voluntary retirement of the teacher. Had her efforts been more 
heartily seconded by the scholars, better results would have 
been realized.
